The annouhOemeDt that the 
FroBch had gained very important vic- 
tories before Pari* turns out equally 
unreliable with the story of Ruasia hav» 
iog maaeed nearly half a million of 
troops OQ the PruBsip" hordor, and hav- 
ing viilaally declared war against that 
Power. -Both otorios sorved to revive 
tha drooping hopea of the friouda of 

"Franco, only to bd more oruolly than 
ever orushod. Both have been formal- 
ly and, apparently, authoritatively con- 
tradicted. Nay, a Vordailles di9|iatch 
placPB victory on iho eide of Pruatjia. 
There la really nothing in the late 
news calculated to sbske the theory 
that a good understandiug ezlRts amooK 
the three great Powers of (Jontiuental 
Europe; and there aro not altogatber 
■wanting indications that the theory may 
bo BO extended ai to embrace Great 
Britain also. The firmer altitude as 
Bumod by the British Cabinet , ia . toot 
without Biguificance, and gives color to 
the Buspioion that the Great Poweru 
are decidedly inimical to the eBtublisb^ 
ment of a Kopubli an Govornmont in 
France. Tho statement thnt the Bri- 
tish Cabinet had finally decided that ii 
was not ea^edwit to reooguiBe the oply 
Goveramenl wbiob at preeent could 
olaim to be odlablished in Franco, would 
■oaroely seem to be sascep'.ible of any 
more morcifal solution. Should this 
theory prove curreot, peace can only be 
Becured by tho speedy establishmeDt of 
A coDititotiooal QovernmeDt which 
wonid extort general raoogniiion, or oa 
Boch terms as King William ncay dic- 
tate from Parisl The terms may appear 
harsh — crnol; and yat, what is to bo 
done 7 Can Pru-sia reall) be Bipeoteil 
to recross the Vosgas, leaving the soil 
of France latura' od with Germap blood, 
without taking back iibme subBtantlal 
gaarautee for lastinp; peace ? la it in 
the interest of Europe, or oven of 
Pr»nce hor8elf,that poaco aliould be patch- 
ed up on a talso and uneuduriug hahis? it 
meut bo remambsred that, in thii war, 
the horrors and the sncnfioes haje not, 
l.ke glory and victory} been for the 
most part couioed to one aide. ladeed, 
it is generally claimed that tho Pra^^si. 
ans have lost more men than (ho 
French; and it must be borno ia mind 
that, although France has boon tho 
battle-field, Prussia baa acaroely «ur. 
ierad less in the withdrawal of her sturdy 

' yeomaar/, and the consequent negloot 
of all her IndustrieB. The exact point 
at which public opinion diverges it 
would, of course, be difficult to defioo . 
but it must bo admitted ihat whonovtr

able to subsist upon salt meat fur one

Letter from tb9 Urrsou Capital. 

[raox AN oooaiionai. oobbbbpohubbt.] 

SaliNi Obbooh, Sept 18th, 1870. 
EoiTOB BbitisB CoLoirtsT. — In the last note 
forwarded te you it was stated that Portland 
was vary dull at piesout oning to thu hs- 
semblage of the Liegislaturo at this place. This 
asually quaker-like city ia so crowded that 
rooms cannot be found for lovo or moiidy. 

We have hero at preaeut all tbo capitalists, 
politicians, and lobbyists, ia the .'rltale, lien 
llolladity has rented a inagnlUoeul roiideuce 
ia order to bs near to our incorruptible legis- 
lators ; to lobby soinii now snturpriao, or lo 
try Aud elect Senator Williams lo a aecoud 
term in tbe Senate of the United States, 

On Uonday last the Legislature held its 
first session since 1868. On Sunday an ex- 
cursion iraij wa run on the Oregon and 
Central Uailroid to tbo end of track, which 
doei not coins within levon milea of tbo city. 
Tue scene at ths ttrmiuus on that day wna a 
confussd one, Vehielea of all diiacripiioas aiij 
lixss were preieot to convey thn [lasinngera, 
but ten times tbe Uuntber could not tnumport 
the large freight of hurnauity awaiting trans- 
portation, I'aterfaiQilias might ba teen run- 
ning around, liks a couriur on a batlio Held, 
Ireightsd vrith heavy portm.iBteius and a 
family itaploriag a passage, lu fifteso miaatss 
the coaches ware crowded, and many bad to 
tramp the rest of the way into town. We were 
fertunate cnouL'h to get a very large horse 
from a vary small boy, and wo folt contented. 
The scene along lUe road looked like tbe 
debrii of* retreating army. Several scores of 
horasmon occupied ths fore cround, racing 
madly, the sla;ioe lowered above all otiiora, 
black with piopis who were pioKed as close 
as sardines u f\ box, while tho rear vras 
brought up by a Urge detachment of UolU- 
ilay's army, aa tbeoeleslials aro callsd, moving 
as a dog trot an4 bearing their household 
uteatils to a naW camping ground. 

On arriving in town we made inquiriss far 
lodgings, but none could be found. A splen- 
did hotel just built and occupying a whole 
square wag jo crowded that parsons were 
glad lo be allowed lo lio on the door. We 
boseectied Ike landlord lo procure iii iiiiartoru 
lomawbtre or niiyrrliei', but a ducidod ncga. 
live roaponie informed ut wo had belter go 
ntsk elsswhere. We bunted up some frloniiB, 
bill all had the same story to toll, tboy were 
slopping with so-aud-so or else thsy had no 
place to sleep tbeiuielves. We resumed our 
delving at the gsuerotlty of the landlord, but 
we wore told promptly that tbere was only ona 
bed io tbe bouse and that Oenoral A, Jadge 
B, and Doctor C, were all. .demanding it. 
bless us, if these titled dignitarlea weraaaekiBg 
for it, what ceuld uti^untitled'qaidBnBe expect ? 
We may add bsro piirsnlbetioally that there is 
att a psrion in toirn, but is either a doctor, 
judge or general, and as for colonels you 
would not sloop to ipeak to them, fivideotly 
their titles captured our landlord, and in order 
to' elalA it'iupairiot potUtoB we asia'ned toe

look which Napoleon the Pirat wears in cheap 
liihographa and told bim we were Napoleon 
the Third. Tbe expression be altered waa not 
creditable to our agamned dignity and posi- 
tion.. Having nothing belter to do than banter 
we told him wa wore private Schmidt of Ibo 
lOOOlh Ublauds, that wa wtro bnuisbod hero 
for killing loo ruiny Frooehmen, and by duu- 
der und blitzeu if hu did out ijiva us a pud 
we vould fall on him like a bariul of larger or 
shmell him out mil Limburger, A laugh was 
the only reply w» could gain to our Ihrea'. 
and sickly joke. We at length preynilud upon 
him to show us the Judge, General and Doc-, 
tor's bed, and also his house, which he williug- 
ly did, hut en laaving tits room be forgot to 
lock it. About dusk that evening an ihdirldual 
might be aaen going for that room and in 
lb ree'mf nates iifterwaa aafoly eaoooced in the 
bed of tbe severfll dignitaries. Towards raid- 
alght the following incident occurred. Scene 
— Sleeper's chanil»er. Rnter landlord by tba 
flickering light uf a graull taper, door opona, 
Judge — Hallo tharu, goU darn my bullona if 
ihnre aiut soma feller in mine and the Gener,- 
al'a bod. Landlord— So there ia. Hi there, 
this ia not your bed. Sleeper is wrapped too 
profoundly in tba arms of Morpheus to hear. 
Shaking follows, and tbe clothes are being 
rapidly recoiled When a kick on the arm stopa 
tho intruder. Sleeper is shaken rudely, but it 
would be an easier matter to awaken iho seven 
sloopurs of Epbesus. Kxit landlord, followed 
by the yudge aud Qeoeral, each taking turas 
in swearing at that ■ cuss ' that < nsibbed their 
bed.' Tbe last we heard of them they were ou 
a raconnoisaace around town in search of 
tome camping place far tho night, Tn» lands 
lord turpriaed us afterwards while reading a 
journal, but the moment our eyes met both 
exploded with laugbter, and wa ware left in 
(luiot possession for our bit of strategy. This 
incident wo merely relate lo show how crovrd-. 
ed the city is nt pregont. 

Monday afiernoon wo dropped in,' to see. the 
Legislature, The Slate House aaauinea no 
distinguishing charactereatlcB from- the sur- 
rounding edifices. Ilisaplala brick struc- 
ture on tbo main tlreet, and dislingulsbed 
ouly by having tbo Stare and Stripes floating 
from iia cupola. The Legialalive rooms are 
up atairs, and as we reach the head we turn to 
the left to the Senate cbambor. It ia a amull 
room containing seala for about Iwenty-fivo 
senatora, and a not very extensive audience 
oulaide the bar. It ia democratically simple, 
with plain doska and chairs, the only thing 
apparo:itly bought beyond the rulea of economy 
being the carpot. Tbe House of Representa 
lives ia a fac simile of the Seaate chamber, 
except being larger and containing a' gallery 
for apaetators. Oregon is entitled to twenty 
two ssnators, and fortyMaven repreaentativea, 
a totaljst 8ixty:nine, . w^loh .makes luoessary 
for a oboice tlitrty>ftve. 'Tba, .^Senate not 
bsing jn aeasisn, the maaabera'^were enjoying 
their f/o/ce /arnien/s ere their ardooua labors 
commenced. They might be Been with feet on 
deaka, aid chairs tipped back smoking, or 
reading the daily journals. Those gentlemSB 
surrounding the Preiidenl'a desk armed with 
pencils sharpened at both snda are tho Kniglits 
of the Quill, who tranifer the wiidom of our 
law masara to imperishable tableti that it 
may be traojmiltod down for the edilication 
of future gsneratioiiB of Wobfoolara. Tbo 
Senators look like practical men, those who 
came irom tbe people and know their wama. 
No pedantio official enoba are bare, but mni 
who labor on the farm or in tbe country 
house, tbe bone and alnew of the land. They 
may not be dressed ounon, nor perhaps is 
their oratory striking but it it deeply practical, 
Tboir eloquence might be criliciied at lo the 
manner ot delivery and grammatioil and logical 
conatrucilon, but ibe sentiment expisa^ed or 
implied ii bath logic and material. Instead 
of weaving orations of gaudy words, indulg. 
ing in fanciful imagery or brilliant rhetaris, 
thus wasting tbiir own time and tbe people's 
money to no purpose, tbsy undertake their 
business and accomplish it quickly and cob- 
uisoly. It was Euripides, if we mistake not, 
who addraaaed tbo pretetitious and would be 
iiri^tocraiic Isgiilaiors of ancient Greece the 
following well known quotation,- Ocbresia 
lUe soi lupr*, phainejtg pole,' (f^ut nelbin,; 
naefiil over nppaar distreieing to thee.) Tlie 
nif uaburs of the Sen*t« seem to have learu' 
tliii quotalioa intentively if nol frona th- 
great Grecian draraatiet. So we find theuj 
fruming cattle lnvrs, scboul lawt, laws lor 
building!, railroada and highways und In- 
creasing commerce, instead of diiplayi ng b ii n ■ 
combe and second handed oratory. -The m:i- 
jorily of iho preacnl legiilature ia democratic, 
aod the Man of the Queue will receive a goou 
deal of their attsntion. They do not want him 
here, but If ba peraiata la tarrying among the 
Webtoot barbariana ba will hare to pay 
dearly for the privilege. Billa to tax bim 
heavlty are now pending.
